Ottawa - The President of the Ottawa Branch of the Allergy and Environmental Health Association today 
laid a human rights complaint against Elaine Ziemba, the Minister of Citizenship, for "reprisal" in 
connection with another outstanding human rights complaint against her office. 


In his first complaint Chris Brown alleges that the Minister refused to provide reasonable accommodation 
for his disability when her staff refused to allow him to take part in a meeting by conference call as a way of 
avoiding Toronto's pollution. Today's complaint was laid after several persons on the Minister's staff 
indicated they would not discuss other related issues with Mr. Brown as a consumer representative as long as 
the first complaint was outstanding. 


"I can understand that Ms Ziemba would not want to discuss the original complaint outside of due process" 
said Mr. Brown today, "But I do not believe that the Minister Responsible for Disability Issues should use 
the fact that I stood up for my rights to refuse to discuss the widespread physical and emotional abuse of 
members of this disabled group in provincial facilities, by provincially funded and provincially regulated 
professionals".
